A horse cannot draw as well with a whiffle­ 
tree twelve feet Ions as with one two feet six 
inches in length, because tho line of draught 
Is not in the proper direction to be most ef­ 
fective. 
Nor can two 
horses 
harnessed 
abreast, draw well with whiffletrees ten feet 
long, while their heads are coupled close to­ 
gether, because they must travel sidewise 
more or less, in which posltiou no animal can 
exert his strength to tho best advantage in 
hauling a load. 
Horses draw best with the double whiffle­ 
tree just long enough lo allow them to stand 
close to each other, having the single whiffle­ 
trees attached directly behiud them, aud just 
long enough to meet the middle. 
When the 
double-tree is very long, each 
horse must 
draw more or less sidewise if the coupling 
lines anil the neck-yoke aru not made loug 
enough to allow them to move directly forward 
without having their heads turned toward 
each other. 
In order to determine tho correct 
length of whiffletrees, let two horses stand 
side bv side with their Bides three inches 
apart; then measure from the ccutre of one 
horse to the other on their backs. 
This will 
give the length for a neck-yoke and the cor­ 
rect length for the double whiffletree between 
tile joints where the single-trees arc to be at­ 
tached. 
Wheu a neck-yoke Is only eighteen 
inches long, and the double-tree of the proper 
length, horses will be required to move more 
or less sidewise. 
For the same reason oxen 
oflen get Iii the habit of hauling sidewise, be­ 
cause the yoke is too short. Neither oxen nor 
horses can travel easily and freely when their 
heads arc turned toward,and their bulls from, 
each other. 
Whiffletree* for plowing should always be 
as short as they can be made, without bring­ 
ing the traces against the legs of the team. — 
A very long double whiffletree tends to make a 
plow take too wide a furrow slice, 
lf the 
| clevis be adjusted to take a narrow furrow 
slice—when the double-tree is too long— the 
plow will not run at all satisfactorily. 
The 
horse In the furrow will not be utile to walk 
squarely iii his place, 
beeause^the line of 
draught is such as to keep crowding his hind 
feet oui of tho furrow on Hie plowed ground. 
Tile length of tho double whiffletree anil tho 
neck-yoke for a sleigh should be just as long 
as the sleigh is wide from the eeutre of one 
runner to the other. — M anufacturer

The loan department 
is separate from the bank pro|»er, and is man­ 
aged by one of the partner*, 
lf a farmer de­ 
sires to borrow money on his laud, aud goes 
to the bank for that purpose, lie Is referred to 
the loan office, where lie is Informed that iu 
the llrst place, he will Im required to furnish 
an abstract of his title. 
This the loan olllce, 
xvhich has abstracts of all the titles iu the 
county, xviii give him for the customary price 
—SMA. 
The farmer then agrees to pay ten 
lier cent, interest for the money, 
xvitli ex ­ 
change on New York, mid au additional per­ 
centage for negotiating the loan. 
Ills prop­ 
erty is then appraised, 
xx itll improvements, 
aud lie eau borrow from one third to one-half 
its appraised value.

gives lie agrees to pay the Interest seuti-an- 
nually, to pay the taxes promptly, and some­ 
times there are even further condition* im­ 
posed, a failure to comply with any one of 
which results in a foreclosure of the mort­ 
gage.

A eorrespotdeot of tile Journal of Horticul­ 
ture (English) xx rites: “ Take an old blacking 
indite, with a wire round it to carry it by aud 
a stick to dip with. 
The stick should not Ik* 
pointed, hut should be notched round for au 
loch or two at the end, the better to hold tho 
liquid. 
Just one drop quite in the heart of 
the plantain is sufflcieut to cause death, and 
the notched stick 
xviii contain at one dip 
enough to destroy three or four plants. 
If 
the acid is good, the xvork of death can »>e 
b u ll seen and heard, for the vitriol hisses urn! 
it bums up the plantain in a moment. 
A row 
of plantains a foot wide sprang up on a lawn 
here where an iron feuce formerly ran. 
The 
owner, seeing at a place he visited the go o ! 
cd act of vitriol, pat the hint In practice. Tim 
plantains were killed iu an hour, and bare 
n *ver appeared again, 
Ii is three years ago, 
an I it is iuqiosiible to recognize the line of 
the fence. 
It completely burns the roots out. 
I have tried it on large dandelions xvith tho 
same result. 
One of the young gentlemen 
here amused him self by hunting out the long­ 
est thistles he could find to experiment on.— 
The vitriol completely killed them by catiug 
the roots out. 
Due drop will do. 
Care is re­ 
quired ita l it (loos not touch tho blin, boots, 
or clothes. 
It is not Baft* in the hands of 
children; but a man or woman with tcu min­ 
utes' practice can kill plantains much more 
quickly than any lad can eat gooseberries."

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T h e C o rre ct L e n g t h o f W h iffle t r e e * . 
A horse cannot draw as well with a wbiffle- 
tree twelve feet long as with one two feet six 
inches in length, because the line of draught 
is not in the proper direction to be most ef­ 
fective. 
Nor can two 
bor3es 
harnessed 
abreast, draw well with whiffletrees ten feet 
long, while their heads are coupled close to­ 
gether, because they must travel sidewise 
more or ’ess, in which position no animal can 
exert hi? strength to the be3t advantage in 
hauling a load. 
Horses draw best with the double whiffle- 
tree just long enough to allow them to stand 
close to each other, having the single whiffle­ 
trees attached directly behind them, aud just 
long enough to meet the middle. 
When the 
double-tree is very long, each horse must 
draw more or less sidewise if the coupling 
lines and the neck-yoke are not made long 
enough to allow them to move directly forward 
without having their heads turned toward 
each other. 
In order to determine the correct 
length of whiffletrees, let two borse3 stand 
side by side with their sides three inches 
apart; tbeu measure from the ceDtre of one 
horse to the other on their backs. 
This will 
give the length for a neck-yoke and the cor­ 
rect length for the double whiffletree between 
the joints where the single-trees are to be at­ 
tached. 
When a neck-yoke is only eighteen 
inches long, and the double-tree of the proper 
length, horses will be required to move more 
or less sidewise. 
For the same reason oxen 
often get in the habit of hauling sidewise, be­ 
cause the yoke is too short. Neither oxen nor 
horses can travel easily and freely when their 
heads are turned toward,and their butts from, 
each other. 
Whiffletrees for plowing should always be 
u3 short as they can be made, without bring­ 
ing the traces against the legs of the team.— 
A very long double whiffletree tends to make a 
plow take too wide a furrow slice. 
If the 
clevis be adjusted to take a narrow furrow 
slice—when the double-tree ¡3 too long—the 
plow will not run at all satisfactorily. 
The 
horse in the furrowT will not be able to walk 
squarely in his place, because^ the line of 
draught is such as to keep crowding his hind 
fed out of the furrow on the plowed ground. 
The length of tho double whiffletree and the 
neck-yoke for a sleigh ?bould be just ns long 
as the sleigh is wide from the centre of one 
runner to the other.—Manufacturer and 
Builder.

A special correspondent of the New York 
Tribune, writing from Springfield, 111., says: 
In a former letter I mentioned the fact that 
in some parts of the State a large proporlion 
of the farms were mortgaged to Eastern cap­ 
italists. 
Since that time I have obtained 
some more definite information as to the terms 
ou which these deeds of trust are given and 
the money borrowed. 
In a certain town of 
not moro than 10,000 or 1.1,000 people, there 
is an unpretending banking house that is en­ 
gaged largely in this business of lending mon­ 
ey for Eastern people. 
The loan department 
is separate from the bank proper, and is man­ 
aged by one of the partners. 
If a farmer de­ 
sires to borrow money on his land, aud goes 
to the bank for that purpose, lie ¡3 referred to 
the loan office, where he is informed that in 
the first place, he will be required to furnish 
an abstract of his title. 
This the loau office, 
which has abstracta of all the titles in the 
county, will give him for the customary price 
—$15. 
The farmer then agrees to pay ten 
per cent, interest for the money, with ex­ 
change ou New York, and an additional per­ 
centage for negotiating the loan. 
His prop­ 
erty is then appraised, with improvements, 
aud he can borrow from one-third to one-half 
its appraised value. 
In the deed which he 
gives lie agrees to pay tho interest semi-an­ 
nually, to pay the taxes promptly, and some­ 
times there are even further conditions im­ 
posed, a failure to comply with any one of 
which results in a foreclosure of the mort­ 
gage. 
The banking house to which I refer­ 
red is reported to have divided $80,000 last 
year as its own profits on this branch of its 
business alone; and this is in addition to the 
interest that was sent East to the capitalists 
who furnished the money. 


S u lp h u r ic A c id a n il W eed». 
A correspoudent of the Journal of Horticul­ 
ture (English) writes: “ Take an old blacking 
bottle, with a wire round it to carry it by and 
a stick to dip with. 
The stick should not be 
pointed, but should be notched round for an 
inch or two at the end, the better to hold tho 
liquid. Just one drop quite in the heart of 
the plantain is sufficient to cause death, and 
the notched stick will contain at one dip 
enough to destroy three or four plants. 
If 
the acid is good, the work of death can be 
both seen and heard, for the vitriol hisses and 
it burns up the plautaiu in a moment. 
A row 
of plantains a foot wide sprang up on a lawn 
hero where an iron fence formerly ran. 
The 
owner, seeing at a place he visited the good 
eflcct of vitriol, put the hint in practice. The 
plantains were killed iu an hour, and have 
never appeared again. 
It is three years ago, 
and it is impossible to recognize the line of 
the fence. 
It completely burns the roots out. 
I have tried it ou large dandelions with the 
same result. 
One of the young gentlcmeu 
here amused himseW by hunting out theloug- 
ost thistles lie could find to experiment on.— 
The vitriol completely killed them by eating 
the roots out. 
One drop will do. 
Care is re­ 
quired that it does not touch the skin, boots, 
or clothe?. 
It is not safe in tho hands of 
children; but a man or woman with ten min­ 
utes’ practice can kill plantains much more 
quickly than any lad can cat gooseberries.”

An eitr&onlinary public entertainment ba* 
been produced in Lima, Peru, by aa Italian 
name-1 Contarini. who propose# to carry bis 
exhibition lo Europe. 
He bas taught aud 
trained, by dint of j;rea‘. patience and p ree- 
verance, a full oijera company, made up of 
thirty parrots and pam xraeti, who perform 
two of Bellini’* operas, “ Norma" and “ Sorn- 
nambula,” on a miniature sta^c, with full 
chorus and recitative. 
The director and man- 
airer accompanies the artists an a piano-har- 
uranium, uud the perfection with which each 
bird *in^* his part, and tbe excellence of 
the chorus, are prodigious. 
The debut of ibis 
lyrico-oruiilralogical company lu “ N orm a” 
wa* attended by tho wealth and fashion of 
Linn. 
When the parroquet that sang tbe con­ 
tralto finished the allegro Iu the Salutation 
to the Moon, such wa* the enthusiasm, the 
shouting aud the applause, at hearing a bird 
sing tbe Cotta D'tea that the bird com int ny 
affrighted took flight uud sought refuge among 
the ride scene*. 
This interrupted the ;>orfor- 
111 a nee fur fully a quarter uf an bour, and Sig­ 
nor Contarini bad to tranquilize the “ artist! ” 
by giving them bread soukuu in wine. Thence­ 
forth the expressions of approbation were 
inodoraied, in order not to spoil the play. 
It 
appears that the bird artists have now be­ 
come accustomed to the applause.

certain pails of the operas are wonderful — 
The primo tenore possesses all the air* and 
graces of the school of Mario, aud the ladies 
of Lima have named the prima donna Patti. 
A t least that’* tbe story us told by one of the 
Lima papera—people who have any imagina­ 
tion lo spare will please accept this draft 
upon it. 


A S t r a n g e C o u n t r y . 
Tbe tract of country known us the Flat 
Range Valley is probably one of the most cu­ 
rious that Southern California can boast of. 
It is there the immense detracts of borax 
were discovered something like a year ago, 
and at the tine, the whole lower or central 
portion of the basin wa* covered with a white

Suddenly, and with scarcely any 
warning, rain commenced to fall, and for thir­ 
ty hour* it came down steadily but anceasing- 
ly, accompanied by wind, but yet a thorough 
drenching storm. 
For two or three da vs it 
remained pleasant, when suddenly a water- 
s|K)Ut was seen winding it* way through the 
valley. 
It came in a zigzag course across the 
upper end of the lake, striking the range of 
hill* on the east side anil coursing rapidly 
ulong them. 
The canons aud gorges were 
soon tilled with water, which poured from 
them in fearful volume* and spread itself out 
upon the bottom. 
In a short time It was ov­ 
er, und denizens of the locality now look for 
another dry season of Ave years. 
Tile borax 
company iiow in o|>erutlon there are said to 
be doing well, and another set of works on a 
small scale will probably go up within a short 
time. 
Thirty-five hundred pounds of the re­ 
lined article were recently shipped to Sau 
Francisco, aud ten ton* of crude material.

The coal strike, which wo have tor some 
time anticipated, has at length become a fact. 
There can be but litHo doubt that the heavy 
ttoai operators wished to bring about precisely 
this state of things. The ostensible reason 
lor the strike is that the companies allege on 
inability to pay the miners on the basl3 of 
1873. The men object to the reduction of ton 
per cent on the ralc3—the companies insist— 
and hence the stoppage. Prices may not be 
immediately adected, but look out for some 
ballooning by and by. 
The officials at Washington, with Congrc3*. 
ieem to be struck with intellectual paralysis 
in respect to the money question. Butler is 
almost at his wit3’ end but still holds out for 
an “ elastic’* currency. What he aud Grant 
and Kelly mean by it they don’t appear to 
know themselves; if they mean that we want 
more money at certain times than at others, 
and more at certain points at particular times 
than nt other times, why, they are right. The 
question is how to supply these periodical 
needs without <let>rectatiug the currency by 
inflation. This latter cannot bo entertained 
for a momeut. There is not an argument 
which can bo adduced In the support of the 
inflation scheme which docs not amount lo 
the statement that a lie is better than the 
truth. Wc hope our Solon3 will think well 
aud fast; and we fancy they will perceive 
something like free baukmg among tbo signs 
in their horoscope. 


A H olly -T rce In n IVcoiIcd. 
There is scarcely a prominent citizen, or 
one even in moderate circumstances in our 
city, but is almost hourly aud quite surely 
daily Importuned for help or charity by par­ 
ties representing themselves in a state of des­ 
titution. Of course there are many impostors 
among this crowd, but also too many whose 
faces and forms and dress show' with the most 
convincing logic that their words are loo true, 
Of coarse those from whom they seek help 
can’t relieve them all, and it is one of the 
most poignaut pangs those of benevolent 
character cau sailer to be obliged to refuse 
what he knows lo be the requests of worthy 
persons. 
This inability to supply these demands comes 
partly from the insufficient means of those 
applied to, bat chiefly because what is given 
very seldom yields its full measure of value to 
the recipient. 
As every individual iu the 
community finds his power of relieving 
tress limited, it would be well to devise some 
way in which their gifts could be increased in 
value. At the Alms-House of course each 
pauper can procure meals and relief, but the 
instinct among the poor is against applying 
there. They do not like to be such conspicu­ 
ous recipients of public charity, aud a very 
natural reeling it is. They want to give some­ 
thing for what they gel. 
The most sucessful way of giving relief 
without wounding proper sensibilities, aud at 
the same time making each dollar do its very 
utmosi of good, has been inaugurated in Hart­ 
ford, where a Holly-Tree Inn has been estab­ 
lished. the main idea of which is to furnish 
good meals to the poor at cost or below cost, 
so that even the few dimes they are able to 
earn at this season will give them substantial 
refreshment. It has been found that sncli au 
institution comes the uearest to supplying the 
actual w’ants of the poorer classes than any 
other. Free soup-housos have their throng3 of 
tuflering visitors, but scores suffer and suffer 
on rather than apply for what is wholly chari­ 
ty. But if they coul 1 get a meal for ten or 
fifteen cents they would gladly pay for it, and 
feel better both bodily and mentally over it. 
Let some of our ciiizen3 thiuk over this sug­ 
gestion, and see if there isn’t a germ of great 
good to many iu it. 


H ow S illy . 
Rev. S. J. Stewart of the United IVesbyter- 
ion Church in New York is not a fool but he 
is foolish. It seems that he preached a ser­ 
mon some time ago on the text ‘-Take heed 
how ye hear.” Now the admouitory aud sen­ 
sible character of those words ought not to 
offend auybody. Nevertheless Mr. Stewart 
commented upou them iu such a fashion as to 
pat several people iu his congregation alto­ 
gether out of temper. He called some of them 
parrots and others dogs. On general princi­ 
ple! there are, it must be confessed, no over­ 
whelming reasons why such a comparison 
should not be made. A parrot is often beau­ 
tiful, and lo the suggestion founded upon that 
fact no lady of his church would be likely to 
object. Parrots arc also imitative and re­ 
gardless of the propriety and moral character 
of the things they imitate.

Stewart’s congregation got mad at being 
called dogs. Whereupon they (the people, not 
the dogs) held a meeting and pitched into 
their pastor and passed abrace of “ indi 
nant” resolutions about him.

Washington, Jan. 19.—The nomination of 
Waite ot Ohio to beCbief Justice of the Su 
preme Court was a surprise to senators and 
all others about the capítol, including the jus 
tices of the Supreme Court, but it did not oc 
casiou the Eame degree of wonder as when 
Cushing’s name was transmitted for the same 
ofllco. Subsequently the Senate in executiv 
session referred the nomination to the Com 
mittee ou Judiciary, who will probably to­ 
morrow report favorably upon it. 
Waite, on motion of Caleb Cashing, was ad 
mittecl to the bar as au attorney. Contrary 
to report, Waite never held a judgeship in 
Ohio. The senators of both parties speak 
well of the nomination and there seams to be 
no doubt of it3 confirmation. 
KNTnUSIASH OVER THE NOMINATION IN OHIO 
New Y ork, Jan. 19.—Dispatches from Ohio 
to-night report great enthusiasm over the 
nomination of Judge Waite to the Chief Jus 
ticesbip. The dispatch making the announce­ 
ment wa3 read to-day in the Ohio Constitu­ 
tional Convention at Cincinnati, over which 
Judge Waite presides, when the convention 
forgot its dignity and the announcement wa3 
greeted with enthusiastic applause. A motion 
for a committee of five to draft resolutions ex 
pressing the seuse of the convention ou the 
nomination was promptly ruled out of order 
by Judge Waite and business proceeded. 
A Toledo dispatch gives a brief biographi­ 
cal sketch of the new Chief Justice. He was 
born in Connecticut, graduated from college, 
Is now 58 years old, has lived in Toledo since 
1838, and has twice declined appointments to 
the Supreme Bench of the state of Oiiio.

amount per capita in Great Britain and 
France. 
The CIIAIR laid before the Senate a com­ 
munication from the Secretary of War in re­ 
sponse to the resolution or that body in regard 
to an appropriation for the collection and pav- 
meut or bounties to colored soldiers and sail­ 
ors. Tho letter stales that of tho appropria­ 
tion of $50,000 but $22,000 remaius to con­ 
duct business until June 30th.

A N ovel Opera. 
An extraordinary public entertainment has 
been produced in Lima, Peru, by an Italian 
named Contarini, who proposes to carry his 
exhibition to Europe. He has taught aud 
trained, by dint of grea1, patience and p;rse- 
veranco, a full opera compauy, made up of 
thirty parrots and parroquets, who perform 
two of Bellini’s operas, “ Nonna” aud “ Som­ 
námbula,” on a miniature stage, with full 
chorus and recitative. The director and man­ 
ager accompanies the artists en a piano-har- 
moniura, and the perfection with which each 
bird sings his part, and the excellence of 
the chorus, are prodigious. The debut of this 
lyrico-ornithological company iu “ Norma 
was attended by tho wealth and fashion of 
Lima. When the parroquet that sang tbe con­ 
tralto finished the allegro iu the Salutation 
to the Moon, such was the enthusiasm, the 
shouting and the applause, at hearing a bird 
sing tbe^ Casta Data that the bird company 
affrighted took flight aud sought refuge among 
the side scenes. This interrupted the perfor­ 
mance for fully a quarter of an hour, and Sig­ 
nor Contarini had to tranquiliza the “ artists ” 
by giving them bread soakeu in wine. Thence­ 
forth the expressions of approbation were 
moderated, in order not to spoil the play. It 
appears that the bird artists have now be­ 
come accustomed to the applause. The cor 
redness and propriety with which they give 
certain parts of the operas are wonderful 
The primo tenore possesses all the airs and 
graces of the school of Mario, aud tbe ladies 
of Lima have named the prima donna Patti 
At least that’s the story as told by one of tbe 
Lima papers—peonle who have any imagina­ 
tion to spare will'please accept this draft 
upon it. 


A Strange C ountry. 
The tract of country known as the Flat 
Range Valley is probably 011c of the most cu­ 
rious that Southern California can boast of. 
It is there the immense deposits of borux 
were discovered something like a year ago, 
and at the time, the whole lower or central 
portion of the basin was covered with a white 
deposit, breaking away in some places in 
large soda reefs; in others, resembling the 
waves of the ocean, and in still others stretch­ 
ing out for miles iu one unbroken level, from 
which the sun reflected its rays with a glare 
almost unendurable. But oue of the most 
singular features in connection with this sec­ 
tion was the absence of rain and moisture; 
the days were sunny aud hot, the uights with­ 
out dew, and generally warm. For more than 
five years, it is said by those who claim to 
know, there has been no rain there, until 
some three months since tho spell was 
broken. Suddenly, nnd with scarcely any 
warning, rain commenced to fall, and for thir­ 
ty hours it came down steadily but unceasing­ 
ly, accompanied by wind, but yeta thorough 
drenching storm. For two or three days it 
remained pleasant, when suddenly a water­ 
spout was seen winding its way through the 
valley. It came in a zigzag course across the 
upper end of the lake, striking the range of 
hills on the east side and coursing rapidly 
along them. The ennons and gorge.? were 
soon filled with water, which poured from 
them in fearful volumes and spread itself out 
upon the bottom. In a short time it was ov­ 
er, and denizens of tbe locality now look for 
another dry season of five years. The borax 
company now in operation there ate said to 
be doing well, and another set of works ou a 
small scale will probably go up within a short 
time.

There is a Joint school district iu Lexington 
and Shandaken known ns the Bushuellville 
High School, which is 4 very approprite name, 
for they have soma of tho highest scrapes and 
tho most difficulty of any school this side of 
Mason and Dixon’s line. 
Tho trouble dates 
from May 16th, 1851, on the occasion of one 
Wm. Inman (now a resident of Middletown, 
N. Y.) proposing to the Inhabitants to build 
a school house. 
Tho proposition met with 
the most determined opposition, but was final­ 
ly ugreed to by one or two majority. The next 
thing to quarrel about was where It should be 
located, on high ground or low ground, as 
the two respective parties named their sites. 
Each side defended their cause as 
well 
as Robespierre or Cromwell could have defend­ 
ed It. 
But the high ground party gained the 
aile by one or two votes, aud although nearly 
a quarter of a century has rolled away sltico 
the high party have ruled the affairs of the dis­ 
trict as their fathers did in 1851. 
Since that 
time there bas been about $2,500 spout in lit­ 
igation, and as strange as it may be the high 
parly has defeater! and baffled every appeal or 
attem pt to appeal to the State Department 
until last November. 
On that occasion the 
high party met with a Waterloo defeat, the 
particulars of which I will relate. 
They were In the habit of voting for trustees 
by acclamation and always hail a number of 
bullies to brow-beat and drown tho voices of 
their opponents, and ou this occasion they 
had ahull) known as Big Hardy of Equinunk 
and Ira of Callicoon. The meeting was called 
to order at the appointed lime and they were 
going to blow in their trustee as usual, but 
Hie clerk being n mao not easily brow-beaten, 
he proposed to vote by ballot. 
This met 
with the nsual opposition, except that a few 
disinterested persona would not vote under any 
consideration, which give the low candidate a 
majority of 4 on a vote of 68. 
Big Hardy and 
Ira of Callicoon, seeing that they were getting 
worsted, began to insult the clerk and some of 
the men were called on to see order m aintain­ 
ed. 
This kept the ruffians still until they pro­ 
ceeded to ballot for trustee, when Big Hardy 
challenged Hie votes of two or three Toters.— 
After the votes wen? lakFn and the result pro- 
nouuced the greatest excitement and confu­ 
sion followed. 
It is said that pistols were 
drawn by Big Hardy and Ira of Callicoon, but 
this is doubtful, for if they had any weapons 
they no doubt would have used them, such 
were their frenzy. 
Tho clerk had his head 
ba lly cut, but Big Hardy aud Ira of Callicoon 
were literally pounded to a pomace. 
What tho 
result of this affray proves to be will Go made 
known hereafter.

recently committed at Peekskill in the High­ 
land Democrat of that village : 
“Tho residence of Mrs. Prince, a w idow lady 
residing on Main street, in the village, was 
entered by burglars on Wed nos lay night last. 
Entrance Avas obtained by prying open a win­ 
dow In the basement. 
After getting Inside, 
a thorough ransacking of the house wa3 
ma Jo, and a gold watch valued at $300. an­ 
other watch of less value, a quantity of jew ­ 
elry and a small sum of money were taken, 
the whole valued at $600. 
The silverware In 
a basket was taken out, and found next morn­ 
ing under the front piazza, Avbere It had evi­ 
dently been hidden. 
Tho only persons In tho 
house Arere a servant girl and Mrs. Prince’s 
two sons, aged 15 aud IO, the lady herself be* 
log absent in Now York. 
The night was a 
cold and stormy one, and the number of our 
vigilance committee on duty at tho time was 
comparatively small. 
A young man named 
Horace Levetich, son of J. Wesley Lov#rich, 
of this village, Avas seen in the vicinity of the 
house on the evening of the robbery, b, th* 
vigilant#, and at a late hour was at the depot 
apparently waiting for Hic midnight train, 
bat nothing was thought of the matter until 
after the discovery of the robbery, when sus­ 
picion pointed to bim. 
Following up this 
clue, Mr. William Fields and Trustee Stephen 
D. Horton discovered (hat he had gone lo 
Rondout. 
Accordingly, yesterday morning 
these gentlemen went to Rondout, and late 
last evening President Mason received a tele­ 
gram that the suspected party had been ar­ 
rested and nil the goods found on him. 
He 
will be brought lo Peekskill on the 10:30 train 
this morning, wbeu his examination will take 
place before Justice Carry. Messrs. Fields nm! 
Horton are entitled to considerable credit for 
Hie shrewdness with which they have worked 
ap the case." 
On Friday afternoon officers Fields ami 
Horton arrived here and at oucc began the 
search for th* burglar, whom they had traced 
to (hi? place. 
Their hunt proved niece#-ful, 
for early in the evening Lcverlch Ava* discov- 
ere I ia Hisbrouck avenue, just as he came 
out of a saloon, and at once nabbed by the 
vigilant officers. 
Ile Aves taken to the Excel­ 
sior House, where a room wa* secured by his 
captors, who mounted guard over him all 
night. 
He made no attem pt at denial, but 
confessed Hie crime. 
Iu Iiis_possession were 
found a quantity of jewelry, considerable 
money and one of the watches above men­ 
tioned. 
The $300 walcli was not iii his pos­ 
session ut tho time. 
He also had a small 
paper box, whicb’ bejrald contained collars, 
which the officers did not open at the lime. 
Early on Saturday morning the three started 
for Peekskill. Arriving there, a more thorough

On Monday tho two officers again visited 
this city, accompanied by the oldest son of 
Mrs. Prince, for the purpose of obtaining the 
gold watch disposed of to Rice.

tained a search Avarrant and then started for 
Rice’s store, and made.known their business 
without informing bim they had a search war­ 
rant. 
To their inquiries Rice at first made 
evasive aud equivocal re;ilk#, lint aft#!’ a little 
sharp talk on the part of the officers pro­ 
ducer! the gold time-keeper and received in 
return his six silver ones aud a $5 bill.

A L iv e ly S chool M eetin g . 
A correspondent sends the following account 
of a lively school meeting at BuShnellvllle: 
There is a Joint school district in Loxington 
and Shandaken known as the Bushnellville 
High School, which is a very approprite name, 
for they havo some of tho highest scrapes and 
tho most difficulty of any school this side of 
Mason and Dixon’s line. 
Tho trouble dates 
from May 16tb, 1851, on the occasion of one 
Wm. Inman (now a resident of Middletown, 
N. Y.) proposing to the inhabitants to baltd 
a school house. 
Tho proposition met with 
the most determined opposition, but was final­ 
ly agreed to by one or two majority. The next 
thing to quarrel about was where it should be 
located, on high ground or loir ground, as 
the two respective parties named their sites. 
Each side defended their cause as 
well 
as Robespierre er Cromwell could have defend­ 
ed it. 
But the high ground party gained the 
site by oue or two votes, aud although nearly 
a quarter of a century has rolled away sinco 
the high party have ruled the aflairs of the dis­ 
trict as their fathers did in 1851. 
Since that 
time there has been about $2,500 spent in lit­ 
igation, and as strange as it may be the high 
party has defeated and. baffled every appeal or 
attem pt to appeal to the State Department 
until last November. 
On that occaslou the 
high party met with a Waterloo defeat, the 
particulars of which I will relate. 
They were in the habit of votiug for trustees 
by acclamation and always had a number of 
bullies to brow-beat and drown tbo voices of 
their opponents, and ou this occasion they 
had abully kuown as Big Hardy of Equinunk 
and Ira of Callicoou. The meeting was called 
to order at the appointed time and they were 
going to bloie in their trustee as usual, but 
the clerk being a man not easily brow-beaten, 
he proposed to vote by ballot. 
This met 
with the nsual opposition, except that a few 
disinterested persons would not vote ander any 
consideration, which give the loic candidate a 
majority of 4 on a vote of 68. 
Big Hardy and 
Ira of Callicoou, seeiug that they were getting 
worsted, began to insult the clerk and some of 
the men were called on to see order maintain­ 
ed. 
This kept the ruffians still uutll they pro­ 
ceeded to ballot Tor trustee, when Big Hardy 
challenged the votes of two or three voters.— 
After the votes were takéu and the result pro- 
nouneed the greatest excitement and confu­ 
sion followed. 
It is said that pistols were 
drawn by Big Hardy and Ira of Callicoon, but 
this is doubtful, for if they had any weapons 
they no doubt would have used them, such 
were their frenzy. 
The clerk had his head 
badly cut, but Big Hardy aud Ira of Callicoou 
were literally pounded to a pomace. 
What the 
result of this aflray proves to be will bo made 
known hereafter.

B U R G L A R Y Ilf P E E K S K IIL . 


T b e R o b b e r C a u g b i l a t b i e C it y . 
Wo flud tbe following accouut of a burglary 
recently committed at Peekskili in the High­ 
land Democrat of thut village : 
“Tbo residence of Mrs. Prince, a widow lady 
residing on Malu street, in the villago, was 
entered by burglars on Wednesday night last. 
Entrance was obtained by prying open a win­ 
dow in the basement. 
After getting inside, 
a thorongb ransacking of tbe bouse was 
made, and a gold watch valued at $300. an­ 
other watch of less value, a quantity or jew­ 
elry and a small sum of money were taken, 
the whole valued at $600. 
Tbe silverware in 
a basket was taken out, and found next morn­ 
ing under the front piazza, where It had evi­ 
dently been bidden. 
Tho only persons in tho 
house were a servant girl and Mrs. Prince’s 
two sons, aged 15 and 10, the lady herself be* 
ing absent in New York. 
The night was a 
cold and stormy one, and the number of our 
vigilauce committee on duty at the time was 
comparatively small. 
A young man named 
Horace Leverich, son oí J. Wesley Loverich, 
of this village, was seen in the vlcinity.of the 
house on the evening of the robbery, b, the 
vigilante, and at a late hour was at tbe depot 
apparently waiting for the midnight train, 
but nothing was thought of the m atter until 
after the discovery of the robbery, when sus­ 
picion pointed to him. 
Following up this 
clue, Mr. William Fields and Trustee Stephen 
D. Horton discovered that he had gone to 
Rondout 
Accordingly, yesterday morning 
these gentlemen went to Rondout, and late 
last evening President Masou received a tele­ 
gram that the suspected party had been ar­ 
rested and all the goods found 011 him. 
He 
will be brought to Peekskili on the 10:30 train 
this morning, wheu his examination will take 
place before Justice Curry. Messrs. Fields and 
Horton are entitled to considerable credit for 
the shrewdness with which they have worked 
up the case.” 
On Friday afternoon officers Fields and 
Horton arrived hero and at ouce began the 
search for the burglar, whom they had traced 
to this place. 
Ttieir hunt proved successful, 
for early in the evening Leverich was discov­ 
ered in Hasbrouck avenue, just as he came 
out of a saloon, and at once nabbed by the 
vigilant officers. 
He was laken^to the Excel­ 
sior House, where a room was secured by his 
captors, who mounted guard over him all 
night. 
He made no attem pt at denial, but 
confessed the crime. 
Iu hisjpossessiou were 
found a quantity of jewelry, considerable 
money and one of the watches above men­ 
tioned. 
The $300 watch was not in his pos­ 
session at tho time. 
He ai30 had a small 
paper box, whichjbegsaid contained collars, 
which the officers did not open at the time. 
Early on Saturday morning the three started 
for Peekskili. Arriving there, a more thorough 
examination was made, and the box alleged 
to contain collars was fouud to bold six silver 
watches, and further questioning elicited from 
Leverich the fact that he had traded the $300 
watch oil to A . Rice of this city for theso six 
eilver watches and five dollars iu currency. It 
was also ascertained that the sorvant girl 
above alluded to was an accomplice of Lev- 
erich’s. 
Hor trunk being searched, it was 
found to contain his picture and other evidence 
showing her to have been iu collusion with 
him, and it proved that she bad admitted 
him to the house and helped him pack up the 
silverwaro for removal. 
She was arrested aud 
with Leverich is now couQned in jaiL 
On Monday the two officers again visited 
this city, accompauied by the "oldest sou of 
Mrs. Prince, for the purpose of obtaining tbe 
gold watch disposed of to Rice. 
They ob­ 
tained a search warrant and then started for 
Rice's store, and made.known their business 
without informing bim they had a search war­ 
rant. 
To their inquiries Rice at first made 
evasive aud equivocal replies, but after a little 
sharp talk on the part of tbe officers pro­ 
duced the gold time-keeper and received in 
return his six silver ones and a $5 bill. 
The 
gentlemanly detectives and Master Prince 
then left for home, without having to use the 
open sesame of a search warrant, very much 
pleased at the result of their search, whereby 
tbe entire amount of properly lost was re­ 
covered. 
Leverich ia about twcuty-3even years old 
and is apparently a hard case. 
He took his 
arrest very good-naturedly and laughed and 
joked in a happy-go-lucky way that indicated 
but little concern about the matter. 
He has 
had a tough experience, having been a wan­ 
derer upon the face of the earth under almost 
every clime, and lti3 moral perceptions appear 
to be of the very dullest kind. 
Officers Fields and Ilorton have shown 
themselves possessed of the shrewdness and 
quickness of detectives of greater experience, 
and the people of Peekskili should award 
them all tbo credit they deserve for their 
promptness and efficiency in this case. 


T b o R a ilr o a d Foreclosure. 
The proceedings under which Mr. E. 
Brigham took possession a3 Receiver of the 
IN. Y., K. & S. R. R., were initiated by the 
Farmei'3’ Loan A Trust Company in behair of ¿ 
the holders of tho R. <fc O. R. R. First Mori-® 
•jgagcXonds. These bonds were due as regards- 
the principal when the interest coupons re­ 
mained in default sixty days. 
When the case 
fcame before Judge Learned no opposition was 
made by tbo Directors of the Company,but the 
¿itchflelds interposed tho objection that the 
ponds upoa which tho foreclosure suit was in­ 
stituted were not legally in possession of the 
holders, that they had been pledged as collat­ 
eral for a loan and never sold to tho holders. 
This was denied, and a commission was ap­ 
pointed by the court to proceed to Georgia 
and examine John Satterleo, so well known 
here as “Old John” Satterlee, as to tho real 
facts of the case. 
“Old John” is digging a 
canal down there iu Georgia, making money, ■ 
we hope, but John knows a vast deal about 
matters up in this section, and if be would 
; unseal his lips could unfold a tale that would 
harrow up the souUpf many a railroad direct­ 
or and public man. 
However there’* no tell­ 
ing how much that commission has got out of 
“Old John,” for he’s so deaf ho might find it 
extremely difficult to hoar a great many ques­ 
tion*. 
This commission will have to report 
to the court at present in session at the court 
house this week. 
Tho plaintifls were stopped 
from pressing tho foreclosure until the 21st, 
but wc presume they will proceed as soon 
thereafter a3 possible. 
The suit w ill probably 
be tried somo day this week, and of course 
will excite considerable interest.
